TO LAST TWO DAYS 


Dr. Hugo Eckener Says 
That He Expects to Be 
Back in Germany With- 
in Eight Days. 


The Graf Zeppelin at 1:30 o clock 
this morning was preparing to leave 
J.os Angeles for Lakehurst on the last 
leg of her epochal around-the-world 
flight, on a course which would take 
her by way of El Paso, and possibly 
over New Orleans, Birmingham, At- 
lanta, Baltimore and Washington. 

The exact course, it was announced, 
will be decided by wind conditions 
when the ship arrives over El Paso. 
If the winds are adyerse the route 
will be changed to a northeasterly 
one. 

Iistimating her speed across the con- 
tinent at 80 miles an hour, the south- 
ern route would bring the giant air- 
eraft over Atlanta at about 2 o'clock 
on Wednesday morning. Atlantans 
who have resisted the lure of sleep un- 
til that hour, will be able to see the 
bright lights of the liner of skies as 
she floats majestically on her course 
through the uncharted airways of the 
night. 

The roar of the motors from the 
five power gondolas will clearly sig- 


nal the Zeppelin’s arrival over At- 


lanta, while spectators from the 


ground will be able to distinguish the 
spacious quarters for the 15° passen- 
gers by the twinkling iights from their 
cabin portholes and from the dining 
room and lounge. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, comnmnder of 
the ship. expected to make the hop 
to Lakehurst without panse, though 
a temporary mooring mast has been 
erected at El Paso in event of severe 
storms making it. advisable for the 
Zeppelin to seek safety on the ground.

Mrs, Phillips 
has withdrawn her name from the 
suits and the hope was expressed by 
the committee that the three other 
women who are parties will agree to 
dismissal of the injunction, in order 
that the completion of the monument 
be not impeded. 

The citizens’ committee, headed by 
Baxter Maddox, chairman, met at the 
(chamber of Commerce, Monday after- 
noon. Philip H. Alston, president of 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
presided and explained the general sit- 
uation. 

It was the concensus of 
that while this injunction is in force, 
it would he diffienlt to make 
great headway in the campaign. 

All Favor Work. 

Every one of the business men at- 
tending the meeting was énthusiasti- 
cally in favor of carrying on the cam- 
paign and completing the Stone moun- 
tain carvings, but it was urged that 
nll obstacles be cleared before active 
solicitations be begun. 

“The sentiment in favor of com- 
pleting this work, irrespective of all 
past controversies, is universal,” said 
Mr Alston.

JEWISH COMPLAINT 
| MAY GO TO STIMSON.

Washington, August 26.—An effort 
may be made tomorrow to lay before 
Secretary of State Stimson Jewish 
complaints against the British admin- 
istration of Palestine where communal 
riots over the week-end cost the lives 
of at least 12 American citizens. 

Representatives of the New York 
Zionist organization are scheduled to 
arrive early tomorrow. They will con- 
fer among themselves, the United 
News was informed before seeing 
Stimson. Whether direct criticism of 
the British Valestine policy is to be 
made will be determined at the con- 
ference, it was said here tonight. 

The policy of the United States 
government, the United News is in- 
formed, will be to ignore all racial and 
political phases of the Palestine situa- 
tion while requesting adequate protec- 
, tion of American lives and property 
‘by Great Britain. A mandate to gov- 
fern Palestine was issued by the 
| Teague of Nations to Great Britain, 
effective September 29, 1923. 

Secretary of State Stimson today 
expressed satisfaction with the Brit- 
ish efforts to restore order in Pales- 
tine. He said this government would 
llook to Great Britain to protect 
American lives and property in the 
area. No comment was made upon 
the telegraphic request from Repre- 
sentative Celler, Democrat, New York, 
that the cruiser Raleigh, recently sta- 
tioned in European waters, be sent to 
Palestine. 

To Bring Pressure. 


The preponderance of American in- 
vestments in Palestine contributes to 
the delicacy of the situation in which 
President Hoover and Stimson will be 
placed if powerful Jewish organiza- 
tions attempt through this government 
to bring pressure upon the British.

Weed Sold for $16,662,662, 
at 18.38 Average. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

The state department of agriculture 
Monday reported that Georgia farm- 
ers had received $16,662,662 through 
the fifth week of the bright tobacco 
market for 90,654,245 pounds of the 
weed, the greatest crop on record for 
the state in both tonnage and value. 
The average price thus far for the 
season was reported at 18°%8 cents. 

Figures for the past week were 
shown at 3.721,780 pounds, selling 
for $369,54Y.73, an average price of 
9.92 cents. 

The totals for the season to date 
exceed those of the corresponding pe- 
of 1928 more than 5,000,000 
pounds and nearly $6,000,000 in value.

specific example, throw pop-bottles at players; none is 
arrested or fined. 

A ball player retaliates and throws pop-bottles at specta- 
tors; he is fined in police court and from the bench of baseball 
draws a fine and suspension. 
| It should be no more serious offense 
to throw pop-bottles at spectators than for spectators to throw 
bottles at players. Yet in the aftermath of the second annual 
Memphis-Atlanta riot one infers that there is a difference.

| THE ANSWER. 

The answer lies in the fact that the bottle-throwing spec- 
tator is disguised by his plurality. He is hidden by being in a/| 
crowd. The ball player is in full view and easily identified. 

The minions of the law instantly can apprehend 
a ball player who stands in full view of the crowd and 
throws a bottle. 
| But they cannot anticipate a volley of bottles from a crowd 
| and spot the offenders, although for many minutes such an out- 
burst of fan rage easily is forecast by everybody ‘else within 
earshot of the game.

MAGNATES FAIL. 


Magnates go to great lengths to protect spectators from | 


ball players by hiring policemen to watch the game. 
However, they rarely go to lengths to protect ball 
players from bottle-throwers by stationing policemen in 
bleachers. The latter course is expensive; ball players, 
in a way, are cheap. 
Ball players should realize this and take their pop-bottles 
‘calmly on the skull. They have two strikes on them in the 
bottle-throwing game before they stoop to pick one up.

MARTIN FINES 
AND SUSPENDS 
DICK BURRUS 


Cracker Player and 
Prothro Pay Fines for 
Clash at Memphis. 


Memphis, Tenn., August 27. 
(AP)—John D. Martin, presi- 
dent of the Southern associa- 
tion, today penalized two play- 
ers involved in disorders dur- 
ing Sunday’s game here be- 
tween Atlanta and Memphis, 
and served notice that ‘‘these 
disturbances must be stopped.”’ 

Manager “Doc’ Protho, of the 
Chicks, and Dick Burrus, Cracker 
first baseman, wer: 
fighting. Burrus was fined $25 addi- 
tional and suspended indefinitely for 
throwing a pop bottle into the bleach- 
ers, 

Besides the fine and suspension im- 
posed by the league executive, Burrus 
lost a $50 cash bond which he posted 
at police headquarters after his arrest 
yesterday on a charge of assault with 
a bottle.. The bond was declared 
forfeited when he did not appear for 
hearing in police court this afternoon. 
_ The trouble started in the seventh 
inning with the Chicks at bat. When | 
umpire Gomer James signaled to Ble- | 
then, Atlanta pitcher, to pitch while 
Berger, Memphis catcher, was pro- 
testing a called strike, and thew call- 
ed the pitched ball a strike. A shower 
of pop bottles descended from _ the 
grand stand. 

A bottle from i. right field bleach- 
ers then sailed out onto the field and 
narrowly missed Burrus, who hurled it 
back toward the bleachers. Protho 
said he told Manager Wilbur Good, 
of Atlanta, that Burrus had caused 
the trouble by throwing a bottle into 
the bleachers. Burrus, Protho said. 
cursed him and called him a “liar.” 
whereupon the Chick pilot said, “I 
took a punch at him and the fight 


| was on.” 


In penalizing the players involved. 
Martin said he regretted “My lack of 
power to bring punishment to every 


|spectator who threw a pop bottle or 
| other missile upon the field.” 


“The man who hurls a pop bottle 
toward a player or an umpire is in- 
describably despicable,’ Martin said. 
“When excitement is at fever heat. 
his malicious action not only subjects 
umpires and players to chance of ser- 
ious injury, but endangers the lives 
of spectators. These disturbances
